way across the sea, tho necessity 
for 
speedy 
cablo communication 
between 
tho United States and 
tho Phlllpplno 
Islands 
has become imperative. 
Such 
communication 
should 
be 
es- 
tablished 
In such a way as to bo whol- 
ly under tho control 
of

United 
States, 
wlictuer 
In 
time 
of peace or 
war. 
At present 
tho Philippines 
can 
bo reached 
only by cables which pass 
through

foreign

tho Hawaiian

At this writing the prospect of Ha- 
waiian legislation,

The three special hills extending customs,

tion and shipping laws to Hawaii, respectively, are still held up 
either in the Senate or the House. 
Day before yesterday Peltigrcw objected to the consideration 
of the shipping and navigation 
hill 
this has passed the House. 
Peltigrcw privately stated that he would object to all special bills 
on Hawaii so as to force the general Hawaiian 
bill to a hearing 
this session, and when that was up he intended to make an on- 
slaught on many of its provisions, which he considered 
to be in 
the interests of the "s'ngar barons." 
Knox, chairman 
of the territorial 
committee 
in the 
House, 
having charge of the general Hawaiian 
bill, told Krcar and 
my- 
self that he would object 
to these special bills introduced 
out 
of their order, so as to force a hearing of his oWn bill; and with 
that end in view, objected, as I have already written you, to the 
consideration 
of the House bill extending the immigration 
laws 
to Hawaii, SO THAT THE SESSION MAY CLOSE WITH- 
OUT ANY LEGISLATION 
WHATSOEVER. 
If any special bill gels through, it will probably be the bill in 
reference to immigration, 
for Congress 
evidently 
believes that 
we will run in any amount of Asiatic immigration 
if wc get the 
chance. 
This week we will enter a protest before the Senate 
finance 
committee against delaying action upon the House bill relating 
to the customs. 
This will not have the slightest possible effect, 
but it will put us on record. 
I hope that the .steamer of Feb. 
1 
1 
will bring me some pro- 
tests or petitions from Hawaii which 
I can use to press the matter 
home on the Senate at large. 
We will probably prepare a bill this week to piovide for unani- 
mous jury verdicts 
and a grand jury systenl and introduce 
it 
as an urgent measure. 
This 
will help force a consideration 
of 
Hawaiian matters. 
We are afraid that the Edwards ease at home, 
in which a rehearing has been granted, as we learn by mail today, 
may result in a decision which will leave us without 
means lo 
punish 
criminals during the recess. 
If Pottigrew in the Senate withdraws his opposition and Knox 
sees that there is no hope for the general 
Hawaiian 
bill,, HE 
(Knox) WILL WITHDRAW 
HIS OBJECTION 
TO THE 
SPECIAL HILLS, AND THEY MAY ALL GO THROUGH, 
but thus far Pettigrcw is unyielding 
and we are pleased that it is 
so, as it may force Congress' attention to our matters 
as a 
whole. 
Mr. Dole should accept the invitation to scud delegates to the 


trans-Mississip- pi 
Congress 
which meets in May. 
If, next win- 
ter, we have to make a fight against 
tariff discrimination, 
the 
endorsement 
of a territorial 
Government 
for Hawaii, 
without 
discrimination, 
if substantial 
and decisive,

be very useful 
to us. 
I am detaining Mr. Neumann 
here for a week or ten days to 
advise with Ercar and myself upon these different 
matters. 
Your letter received today with statistics as to labor, etc., will 
be very useful at this time. 
here seems to be

Wc have not done much to

erlng at the Hawaiian 
hotel Saturday 
evening 
for celebration of the quarter 
centennial of A. K. Judd upon the Su 
lireme Bench. 
The decorations 
Includ 
cil flowers and ferns and flags. 
Music 
for the evening 
was supplied 
by tho 
Government 
baud. 
Tho company 
In 
eluded nearly every member of the Bar 
In Honolulu. 
The dinner was all that 
could be desired. 
Gen. A. S. Ilartwfill 
was called to the chair and said: 
Gentlemen of Bench and of the Bar: 


This 
twenty-fift- h 
anniversary of tho 
appointment to the Bench of Mr. Chief 
Justice Judd has. been 
taken 
by the 
Bar as a. fitting occasion to ask him to 
dine with them and to offer him their 
congratulations upon tho general 
re- 
sults of hla long judicial 
life and upon 
the health and strength which he still 
retains. 
Hawaii has seen stirring times with- 
in theso 
twenty-Av- o 
years. 
There have 
been great changes, 
both In tne funda 
mental law of the land and In the form 
nf gocrnmcnt, 
which required the ad- 
judication 
of 
serious 
constitutional 
questions. 
In order to obtain Judicial 
decision? 
In these matters which would command 
the respect of tho 
portion 
of this community, It wag essential that 
members of tno Supremo Court should 
not only have the 
requisite 
learning 
and ability, but that 
tho 
community 
should have confidence In their honor, 
integrity and Impartiality. 
The fact that during tho 
political 
crises of the country which 
presented 
those questions, 
their adjudication 
by 
the Supreme 
Court was generally 
ac- 
quiesced In, is duo in no small degree 
to the possession and exercise of those 
qualities by Chief Justice Judd. 
In February, of 1874, When Mr. dudd 
went upon the Bench, the town of Ho- 
nolulu 
was practically occupied 
by 
a 
foreign 
naval 
force which 
had 
been 
landed during tho election riot. 
Polit- 
ical feeling among the Hawallans had 
run so high In favor of Queen Emma 
and against Knlnkaua that It took con- 
siderable time to get tho town Into any- 
thing like a peaceful condition. 
Many 
rioters had been arrested and were 
In- 
dicted. 
At that time 
tho 
Supremo 
Court tried cases nisi prlus. 
After the times 
been mo more settled. 
an Incident 
occurred 
which 
required 
tno interposition of tho Justice of the 
Supremo Court to prevent serious 
dif- 
ficulty. 
Tho King, Kalakaua, demand- 
ed the stamp duty as his personal 
per- 
quisite on the ground that tho Stamp 
provided 
for tho payment 
of tho 
stamp money 
to His Majesty, 
mine. 
rather unfortunately, 
the 
expression 
common 
In English 
statutes when 
re- 
ferring to tho public 
revenues. 
Tho 
opinions 
of tho Justices were Invoked 
and successfully 
quieted that Incipient 
irouuie. 
Then came the Revolution 
of 1887 
for It was a 
revolution 
whereby 
a 
change 
Was niacin 
In tliA fnnstltutlnn 
In a manner not provided 
for In that 
instrument and contrary to tho man- 
ner In which tho Constitution provided 
for Its amedments. 
Thpro wero some 
of us who dissented 
from tho decision 
of the Court upon tho difficult question 
of personal 
veto power 
of tho 
King, 
but the strong position taken by 
tho 
Court at the time of tho Itobert Wilcox 
Revolution 
of 1889 happily disposed of 
the question of personal power claimed 
by the Sovereign. 
This latter decision 
met with 
general 
approval, 
ami 
n. 
doubtedly 
went far to check the tend- 
ency 
towards 
absolutism 
during 
the 
rest of Kalakaua's reign, 
Then came tho critical years 
follow- 
ing the downfall of the Monarchy, 
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TO 
JUSTICE

The habeas corpus cases bronchi 
In 
1895 to test the legality of tno military 
trials caused, 
In the minds of 
many 
who wero competent 
to consider 
those 
questions, 
the deepest solicitude, 
hut 
the manner In which tho 
Court 
dis- 
posed of thoso questions 
was not only 
quieting to the country, but effectually 
uiaarmeu nosuie lorcign criticism, 
uunng an incso 
iwenty-nv- o 
years 
there has been a steady 
development 
and growth of the law, mado necessary 
by tho Increase of tho foreign 
popula- 
tion, the enormous 
advance 
In 'trade 
and commerce and In domestic 
produc- 
tion. 
Novel questions 
of law 
were 
con- 
stantly arising, requiring 
to be decided 
on principle, 
ror wnicn there was 
no 
authoratatlvo precedent 
until the 
en- 
actment of tho Common Law ofy Eng- 
land by tho Judiciary Act of 1892. 
Equity Jurisdiction 
was definitely 
es- 
tablished 
for tho first tlmo 
In 
1876, 
slnco which tlmo Its limits have stead- 
ily been defined and established, 
until 
tho equity Jurisprudence 
of Hawaii has 
reached practically tho samo torm with 
American 
and English 
equity. 
A branch 
of law awaits, at no 
dis- 
tant day. Its full development 
refer- 
ring to the law concerning corporations 
but as far as tho 
adjudication 
of 
corporation 
law go, there Is no doubt 
of their general 
correctness. 
The personnel of tho Supremo Court 
has undergone 
many changes 
during 
this period, which has seen iiiree Chief 
Justices, 'besides 
numerous 
changes 
among tho Associate Justices. 
There is no doubt, I think, that dur- 
ing all this tlmo tho respect which has 
been paid to the Bench, tbo regard with 
which It has been held by all national- 
ities in this community, 
the absence of 
friction 
between the Bench and 
the 
Bar and between the Department 
of tho 
Judiciary and tho other departments of 
me uovernment, navo largely been due 
to the

Attorney

i navo often heard It said that 
It Is better that 
ninety-nin- e

should escape than that ono innocent 
man should 
be convicted,

say that, during my careed 
as n jUI 
prlus Judgo I never know of one pcon 
convicted 
by a Jury whom 
I believed 
was Innocent. 
Many of these saylusJ, 
regarding

of innocent 
men, have, no doubt, had their found 
ation In a period when tho system 
of 
aiiministiatlou 
was very mvero 
and 
oppressive. 
I always wish to bo on friendly terms 
with the Bar. 
I havo had n good mar" 
associations 
from tlmo to tlmo with it 
and have 
always 
endeavored 
to havo 
my personal dealings with Its members 
friendly

Wo aio friend.. 
gentlemen, and wo should pull together 
ror tne purpose

for, if our educated 
men are

Again I thank you for tnls very kliiil 
recognition

A letter of regret from Circuit Judgs 
Hardy, of Kauai, enclosing a poem, wii 
read.

It took

to a ' 
parts of tho Islands and was rpz.inldl 
as beneficial 
In that 
tho Court 
kep 
constantly in touch with tho work and 
people of the other Island.

ber a great many pjeasant occasions, 
At times 
there was 
friction 
between 
tho Bar and Court. 
Then 
wo used to 
havo trouble with tho Supremo

that we had such men as Judge l.ec and

exclusive power of tho Governor.

lieve tho Independent

Court 
was left Intact, 
and It 
was only when there was uu attempt 
made to destroy Its Independence

I am glad to add to the testimony 
of 
Judge Hartwcll 
as

excellent 
work dono by tin- - Chief Justlco 
In niul 
during his long public Mrvlee, 
and 
I 
recognize that his coneorwttlro 
Intelli- 
gence and close acquaintance 
with .he 
Hawaiian 
pcoplo anil 
their

(which might be termed the Hawaiian 
common law) has been of greai 
sen-Ic- 
to this 
country. 
There

times when a different personnel

fortunate in having the Bar well 
In tbo legislative, department 
of tho Government. 
Tho expressions 
of 
tho Bar, or of those 
members 
who

a continuation of the present status of 
the Supremo Court. 
In regard

life, tenure of tho

Next comes Blow Hole No. 2 and ex- 
cept that tho surf Is very strong and 
the tide high you can see but little of 
this ocean geyser. 
At ono point you come to nn impas- 
sable cliff that projects out into 
tho 
ocean and wonder what tho chances 
are for further investigation. If, how- 
ever, 
you follow the baso of tho cliff 
inland for a short distance you will ob- 
serve' a "Holo in the 
Ground" 
into 
which you must fall Jf you desire 
to 
get to tho other sldo ot tho cliff, 
a 
omall, low passago 
leads through and 
brings you out upon tho narrowest ot 
ledges, whero your neryes for the mo- 
ment are severely tested. 
A beautiful sandy teach, is found 
be- 
yond the next ridge and somo of. tho 
party Indulged 
In a swim In ono ot tho 
finest surfs to bo found on Oahu. 
Oth- 
ers of the party looked among the coral 
for shells and eea weeds which abound 
along this shore. 
Our return to tho busses was 
over 
tho same ground and as "wo talked over 
tho events of tho day all pronounced 
tho trip ono of tho 
nleasanteat 
and 
most Interesting days ot our stay upon 
theso Islands.
